wholesale establishments in Arkansas 
during 1933 totaled nearly $125,000,000, 
it was shown in a report 
released 


Monday by the bureau of census. 


The report, a final wholesale census 


for ia33, showed 1,294 wholesale es- 
tablishments operated iu the state last 
year and that net sales of these trims 
totaled 5121,50-1,000. 


These (inns employed 6,1.18 persons 


on u full time basis and paid wages 
amounting to 
$7,787,000, 
of which 


$281,000 was expended for part time 
employment, the report said. 


At the end of the year, the firms 


carried stocks of merchandi.se amount- 
ing to $15,896,000, the bureau of census 
reported. 


As compared with 1929, last year's 


wholesale business showed a decline 
in the number of sales per establish- 
ment. Operating expenses were high- 
er, partly because of reduced dollar 
volume per firm and partly due to 
lower prices prevailing in 1933, the 
:eport said.

ed in 26 of 38 stores. The company 
says they were unprofitable; the union 
blames labor trouble.

Federaiton of Flat Glass Workers of 
America, in Pittsburgh, Pa., talked of 
a nation-wide strike, while repre- 
sentatives ofj 20,000 striking silk and 
rayon dyers in the East planned to 
renew conferences with the employ- 
ers Monday. 


Grocer Strike Looms 


CLEVELAND, Qhio.(/P)-As George 


L. Hartford, chairman of the board of 
the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Co., 
said he saw "no solution" to the labor 
problem which caused the company to 
close'428 stores here, seven local un- 
ions Sunday night called upon the 
company to accede to unionization. 


The unions' statement said the clos- 


ing of the stores and the discharging 
of 2,200 employes Saturday was "fur- 
ther proof of our contention that the 
A. & P. company is anxious to defy 
the government and the unions." 


A, state official of the Meat Cutters 


Union, Michael Schuld.'snid at Cin- 
cinnati that a state-wide strike of 
butchers employed by the A, & P. 
might be sought within a week at the 
union's convention in Columbus. 


In Milwaukee, William Mansfield,

Once rated by federal officers as 
iublic enemy No. 1, Floyd's career Of 
;rime ended in Ohio last Monday 
.vhen federal and state officers shot 
him as he ran. 
He was accused of 


jeveral murders, bank robberies and 
viidnapings. 


His last resting place was a grave 


he reputedly had picked for himself 
more than a year ago with a remark 
to Mrs. Walter Floyd, his widowed 
mother: 


"Right here is where you can put 


me. I expect to go down with lead 
in me—perhaps the sooner the better." 


The mother, Mrs. Ruby Floyd, the 


outlaw's widow, his 12-year-old son. 
Jack Dempsey Floyd, four sisters and 
two brothers sat in a small arbor, 
sheltered from the eyes of the world, 
as the casket was lowered into the 
grave.

"If heredity alone could direct the 


lives of our restless youth," the Rev.

Thus 
ofttimes the example of consecrated 
mothers, fathers and grandparents are 
nullified by the evil forces of environ- 
ment.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT NO. 20 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly in regular 
session assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by tlie Senate of the 


State of Arkansas and the House of 
Representatives of the Slate of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there- 
to: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


j posed as a amendment to the Consti- 
] lution of the Stale o£ Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to tlie electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors, voting thereon, at 
such an election adopl such amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas, to-wit: 


Except for the purpose of refunding 


the existmg outstanding indebtedness 
of the Stale and for assuming and re- 
funding valid outstanding road im- 
provement district bonds, the State of 
Arkansas shall issue no bonds or other 
evidence of indebtedness pledging the 
faith and credit of die State or any ot 
its revenues for any purpose whatso- 
ever, except by and with the consent 
of the majority of tlie qualified elec- 
tors of the State voting on tlie ques- 
tion at a general election or at a 
special election called for that pur- 
pose. 


This Amendment to the Constitution 


of Arkansas shall bo 
self-executing 


and require no enabling act, but shall 
take and have full force and effect, 
immediately upon its adoption by tho 
electors of the State.

PSOPOSED CONSTTTtmONAl. 


AMENDMENT NO. 19 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly in regular 
session assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by the House oi Rep- 


resentatives of the State of Arkansas 
and by the Senate of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing therc- 
: 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such Amend- 
ment, the same shall "become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Ar. 
kansas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


the State of Arkansas be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major- 


ity of the mexnocra of each House of 
the General Assembly may enact a 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the ratee for 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
taxes, now levied shall be Increased 
by the General Assembly except after 
the approval of the qualified electors 
voting thereon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes of j 
three-fourths of the members elected : 
to each House of the General Asem- 
bly. 


SECTION m. Excepting monies 


raised or collected for educational 
purposes, highway purposes, to pay 
Confederate pensions and the just 
debts of the State, the General As- 
sembly is hereby prohibited from ap- 
propriating or expending more than 
the sum of Two and One-half Million 
Dollars for 
all 
purposes, for any 


biennial period; provided 
the limit 


herein fixed may be exceeded by the 
votes of three-fourths of the members 
elected to each House of the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION IV. In making appropria- 


tions for any biennial period, the Gen. 
eral Assembly ihall first pass the G«n 
eral Appropriation Bill provided for 
ha Section 30 of Article 5 of the Con- 
stitution, and no other appropriation 
bill may be enacted before that shall 
have been done. 


SECTION V. No expense shall fofl 


incurred or authorized for 
elthisr 


House except by a bill duly passed 
by both Houses and approved by the 
Governor. 


The provisions of the Constitution 


of tb.e State of Arkansas in conflict 
with this Amendment are hereby re- 
pealed insofar as they are In cooflic- 
herewith, and this Amendment anal) 
be self-cxecuttng and shall take and 
have full effect immediately upon its 
adoption by the electors of the State.
